I'm
very generous in my conduct toward
the poor. [ have no sympathy with the
common rabble; especially have | none
with this poor, miserable, commonplace,
wretched publican, who happened to
come up the stairs beside me."

THE REPENTART PUBLICAN,

The publican went clear to the other
| side of the inclosure, as far away from
